What Makes Them Hard to 
Conquer. 


— 


A TOUGH COUNTRY TO CAMPAIGN IN. 


The Most Savage and Elusive Warriors 
Alive—With Passing Reference to the 

Premier Prevaricater. 

(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF ‘THE TIMES U 
Fort Bowis, A. T., April 5 1886.— 
The California liar has amassed a 
monumental notoriety not honestly his 
own. He is not the Premier Prevari- 
cator of the Universe. He does well 
for his gifts, but he's over-matched. 
The boss, unapproachable and supreme 
twister of Truth's caudal appendage 
isn’t he of the g. o., but the fiery, un- 
tamed, mouthful Arizonian—the multi. 
tudinous gentleman who has been feed- 
ing the Associated Press with reports 
of the Apache campaigns, particularly 
the present one. Of these reports I 
believe it moderate to say that not one 
in fifteen bas been approximately true. 
Most of this economizer of truth dwells 
in Tombstone—and by what scratch did 
Tombstone ever carom on the frigid 
facta? Part of him hangs out in Tucson 
—that arid aggregation of toughness, 
adobe and spare time—where people 
have too much leisure to tel] the truth. 
He has also some members at-large in 
other parts of the Territory. And rey 
he unbuttons his mouth, it shall be 
pity if you don’t get some news. 
Bat, in honest and sober fact, the 
extra-Territorial papers have been 
ABOMINABLY ABUSED 
in the matter of war news from this 
section. No newspaper, until the 
Tres, has bad a representative any- 
where near the field. The Associated 
Press has had no agent within one 
handred miles of any fighting; nor has 
it sent any person even to headquarters 
for news. No dispatches have been 
sent out from anywhere by any actually 
person, until within a very few 
days. It is not the policy of this de- 
partment to fight inthe newspapers. 
Crook is a soldier, not a war corre- 
spondent; and he has, perhaps, carried 
his grim dignity to an extreme in not 
making public the tacts that would 
vindicate him. 

HOW WE HAVE GOT ‘‘NEWs.”’ 
Maybap tis an errant ‘‘cow-puncher”’ 
who lopes into Tombstone, fills his hide 
with intestine-corroder, and begins to 
shoot off his war news.

OUT AGAIN. 

There is no doubt that Geronimo 
and his band surrendered in good faith. 
They had no other earthly reason for 
giving themselves up, but were tired of 
the war and glad to come in and take 
their chances. Whatever disposition 
might be made of them, they knew 
that Crook would give them fair play. 
This absolute confidence of the Indians 
in his honor is almost as important a 
factor in Crvok's success as his match - 
leas knowledge of their traits. The 
hostiles would not have surrendered thus 


MALIGN INFLUENCES 
which, from year to year, have fanned 


again got in its work. The great San 
Bernardino rancho runs along the Sul- 
phur Springs valley, from this side of 
the line, down many leagues into 

nora. „ the surrender took 

on it, twenty five miles below our 
ndary. On this rancho, some 400 
yards below the line, lives a Swiss- 
American, named Triboulett—iong no- 
torious in Tombstone as a ‘‘fence’’ for 
“rustiers.”” He was also tried, some 
years ago, for stealing barley from the 
government, at Fort Huachuca. It 
isn’t easy, even yet, to convict a man in 
this Territory, and he got off. He is 
still deemed a ‘‘fence;"’ and, infinitely 
worse, furnishes whieky to the Indians. 
He makes ne secret vf it, and snaps his 
fingers at protests. On the 26th, the 
day before the surrender, it was noticed 
that Geronimo and other bucks were 
etting pretty full. It has since been 
discovered that Triboulett had smuggled 
five flve-gallon demijohns to a secret 
place near their fastnees. Still, they 
surrendered all right, and came along 
handsomely as far as Smuggler’s 
Springs, where they camped on the 
night of the 29th. e they came in 
contact wi 

MORE OF TRIBOULETT'S WHISKY, 

despite all possible precautions to — 1 
them from it. Some of Mauss 
utes had smashed this white — ed 
drel's whisky barrels, and destroyed all 
the liquor in sight. That's a rather 
sarcastic commentary on our Nineteenth 
century civilization! Triboulett and 
his emissaries played also upon the 
fears of the prisoners, telling them 
they were putting their necks inside 
the haltar. Savage as the Apache is, 
there are matters in which he is a per- 
fect child. Take him in the night, 
especially when be is tipsy, and the 
veriest vag d’s ghost story will 
stampede him. Of course, you will 
understand, from what has already been 
said of the Apache, that Lieut. Maus’ 8 
eighty-four men were entirely inade- 
quate to surround, bind or disarm the 
ninety-two prisoners; and they were 
practically as free as ever. It would 
have taken 1000 men to make even a 
stagger at doing it, and even then, 
many a life would have been lost in the 
operation. At the f{uintest hint of 
either proposition, the Apaches would 
have been off like a flock of qnatl; and 


from the first cover their rifles would 


have sent back their defiance. 

The conspirators succeeded; and that 
night, during a rainstorm, Geronimo 
and Nachita, accompanied by twenty 
other bucks and fourteen squaws—one 
an immatare girl—
